In order to consolidate background material and pertinent 
information and to have an up’-to-date summary concerning Wilbur Hugh 
Ferry, also known as ‘!Ping"Ferry, Vice President of the Fund For

On November 6, 1944, Sam Moscowits, publicity director

The file review has reflected derogatory information 
concerning 26 individuals and- organizations of sufficient nature 
to warrant dissemination of the information to the Attorney General 
and the Deputy Attorney General* However, inasmuch as most of 
this information v/ill be included in the monograph on the Fund for 
the Republic being pfep^ed by the Central Research Section it is 
not felt hecessary to submit individual memorandums on these 26 
individuals to the Attorney General at this time*' If there is 
sufficient derogatory ii^prmatioh concerning these individuals 
which is not included in the monograph it will be. made the
